WINS HIS BATILE 
FOR VENUE CHANGE 


‘Dr. Norris Establishes 
Claim That Hearing in|; To Noon Friday, When 


Fort Worth Would Not | 
Be Impartial. 


Fort Worth, Texas, November 2.— 
(P)—A change in venue to Austin; the 
state capital, was granted here late 
today to Dr. J. Frank Norris, Baptist 
pastor, for his trial on a charge of 
slaving D. E. Chipps. 

Judge George Hosey announced he 
would grant a change of venue in the 
trial when court reconvened here this 
afternoon following the noon recess. 

Before making the announcement 
that judge asked veniremen who 
had formed an opinion to hold up 
their hands and a majority held up 
their hands. State Attorney Han- 
ger and Attorney McLean, for the 
prosecution, protested to granting the 
venue foe on “upcontested testi- 
mony.) ” 

The “date of the trial at Austin 
is unknown, as the case must be set 
by the criminal court there. Mr. 
Hanger said he thought it would be 
set for a January term. The only step 
now is to transfer the papers to the 
Austin court and certify that the 
change of venue has been placed in 
that county. 

Dr. Norris was ‘elated at the turn 
of the case, characterizing his appli- 
cation for venue as “a bombshell” to 
the prosecution, and declaring that the 
state “now hasn’t a leg to stand on; 
the case is all over.” He said any 
county but Tarrant would <uit him. 

Veniremen Excused. 


Prosecution attorneys argued that 
they should be permitted to refute the 


allegation that there was “a combina-* 
tion” against Dr. Norris, but Judge 
Hosey said he was thorbughly satis 
fied that the defense had made out a | 
ease for change of venue.

constructive plan which might, if 
properly supported, reduce the ‘need 
to the absolute minimum and keep it 
at the absolute minimum. 

“Yet, we cannot either as Atlan- 
tans or as humanitarians continue 
longer to demand that the agencies 
operate on 
need for their work, on less than the 
sufferers dependent upon them plead 
for and deserve to be given. 

“Today is some of the institutions 
dependent upon Atlanta through the 
Chest, milk is being rationed out to 
children as eagerly as it is being 


the devastated regions of the old 
world, because Atlanta last year fail- 
ed to supply the full amount actual- 
ly needed to operate. Today, splendid 
buildings that philanthropists have

Disbandment Disaster. . 

“Disbandmeht of the Chest at this

of the formation of the first com- 
pany to install a system and of the 
later development of the Southern 
Bell company were told by speakers 
on the program.

Soon communication will be general 
with ocean liners and in a few years 
communication to all parts of the 
world will be possible.” 


How Phones Began. 


Mr. Beck told of the early work of 
Alexander Graham Bell in perfecting 
his instrument; of its exhibition at 
the Philadelphia centennial exposition, 
of how it attracted the attention of 
Don Perdo, emperor of Brazil, whose 
interest in the instrument attracted 
attention of the newspapers of the

The equip- 
ment introduced this year shows num- 
erous changes and makes for greater 
speed and fewer injuries. 

Trousers Improved. 

Uniforms, headgear and shoes bave 
all been remodeled. 

The most significant change comes 
in the pants. Instead of having the 
padding attached, the new style trous- 
ers contain slits and the padding can 
be inserted whenever desired. No 
padding will be used during signal 
practice, punting and punt catching. 
This saves energy. You may say that 
it will not save much but nevertheless 
it may save just enough some day to 
make the difference between victory 
and defeat. 

The margin is frequently a thin in- 
visible line. Had players often bad 
the “extra ounce” needed they could 
have escaped a tackler late in the 
game when victory depended upon 
their escaping the tackler. It is a 
small thing but the small things count 
in sport and the careful coach takes 
note of them. Coaches that have con- 


tinued success are coaches that look 
after the slightest detail. 


In the new trousers there is also a 
slit six inches above the knee. A pad 
composed of strong fibre that has a 
shock absorbing effect can be slipped 
in here. This reduces the chance of 
the player being afflicted by “charley 

orse,”’

‘fitting and the familiar lacing in the 


back is missing. Abolishing the lacing 
helps the runner. In the past tacklers 
have often been able to bring down 
runners because they were able to get 
hold of the lacing in the rear. It 
gave them the opportunity to get a 
crip on the runner. 

feadgear is now inlaid with soft 
rubber, instead of felt. Two rubber 
ringlets circle the ears. Soft rubber, 
encased in soft leather, guards the 
forehead. There is also a double to» 
to the heafigear. The piece that rests 
on the head is made of soft leather 
while the outer piece is made of a 
hard fiber composition. The two 
tops are separated by a piece of 
spongy rubber which serves as shock 
absorber. The total weight of the 
headpiece is four and one-half ounces. 

Rubber’ Replaces Felt. 

Shoulder harness is now used in- 
stead of shoulder pads. ‘This new ap- 
parel is made chiefly of hard fiber, 
inlaid with sponge rubber. ‘This fur- 
nishes much better nrotection for the 
chest than the pads gave and, further- 
more, the new harness carries a fiber 
lap which guards the collarbone. The 
old uniforms gave no protection to 
the collarbone. 

The bottom of the new shoulder 
harness protects the upper ribs while 
the pads in the trousers give protec- 
tion to the hips, lower ribs and the 
base of the spine. The shoes are 
lighter, also more gen Since nearly 
all trainers tape the ankles of players 
previous to a game it is possible. to 
wear a lighter shoe without increasing 
the chance of a sprained or broken 
ankle. The new shoe also has a fiber 
sole that has been set between the 
leather sole and the upper, preventing 
th leather cleats from bulging through 
the shoe after being used on a hard 
field. rae Sg 

A new style ball is also being in- 
troduced. The leather has been chem- 
ically treated to make it waterproof 


and it retains the same weight on a 
wet as on a dry field.
